STATE HOUSE, Boston, June 12.—At 


least one-tenth of one per cent. o< 
the school children in Massachusetts 
require special education in defective 
eyesight, or conservation of eye-sight, 
classes, according to an estimate made 
by the Massachusetts commission I'or 
the blind, in Us annual report issued 
today. 


Special studies marts rturlnr? the year 


in Springfield, Worcester, New Bed- 
ford, Lynn and Cambridge are made 
the basis of the estimate; in Worcester, 
125 children in the second grade schools 
were found to have one-half or less 
of normal vision, and although ihe in- 
vestigation Is not complete, 13 were 
found'who require special classes. 
In 


New Bedford the number of children 
requiring special 
defective, eyesis'ot 


classes is 33; in Lynn 15; and in Cam- 
bridge 20. Springfield has already es- 
tablished such a class, with 12 pupils. 


The commission's figures show that 


.17 of the children examined in all the 
cities should be transferred to such 
xlajses; if this percentage should hold 
throughout the commonwealth, there 
-would be 650 children in need of such 
rrjecial opportunities.

the commission points out that it in-

The Workshop* 


After explaining the results accom- 


plished In its workshops for adults, 
tho commission makes a plea for au- 
thority to establish an occupational 
r-olonv-. to supplement, rather tb.in to 
replace the existing shops, expressing 
(he opinion that it will provide both 
an 
adequate 
centre 
for 
industrial 


training for men and regular institu- 
tional occupation for certain groups. 


'Such a colony is needed," the com- 


mission says, ''first, for training pur- 
poses, both to relieve the established, 
non-resident shops and to provide a 
residential centre where time and su- 
pervision may he given more freely 
than in a shop to the special needs of 
the Individual; it is needed, in the 
second place. In order to provide for 
certain men who would he cither hap 
pier or safer in such an institution 
than in the community; it is needed, 
in the third place, for that type of un- 
skilled man who cannot earn his liv- 
ing in a non-resident shop, but who 
can bo made useful and to a. degree 
self-supporting in such a place. 


"It should be made clear at the start 


that residence in this proposed colony 
is to ho purely voluntary. 
It is to 


serve the double purpose of a training 
institution, where men may be tried 
out in order to discover what they are 
best fitted for, and for a true colony, 
where certain of them nifiy he given 
continuous employment as long as they 
are able and willing- to do their share. 
The colony, therefore, is designed to 
accommodate a 
changing group, the 


more self-reliant men being transferred 
to outside employment as they show 
themselves prepared, those entirely in 
capable or those unwilling to do their

continuation of the existing rules call- 
ing for double compensation for dif- 
ferent classes of services during 
the 


same working day. 


The conference adjourned until later 


in the day when the railroads 
will 


make reply to what is considered the 
ultimatum of the men, 
declining 
to 


consider the railroads' proposition, de- 
scribed as the "yard slick" method of 
compensation. 


The' rai!roads\answer to the men's 


demands was a tentative offer of com- 
promise granting the S-hour day :md 
overtime, providing the double 
com- 


pensation rule is wiped out. In other 
words, the railroads maintain that if 
the men desire a shortened 
workday 


they must put in the 
full time in 


whatever class of service they nre as- 
signed. Under the existing rules 
an 


engineer on a hundrd mile run—usual- 
ly considered a day's work—is granted 
overtime if within his working day he 
performs another class of service. 


The break came following the read- 


ing of the outline of the "yard stick" 
method of Ellsha Le, chairman of the 
railroad managers.

Whatever may be its role in the 


present encroachment of the Bulgarians 
on Grecian territory, Kavala's place in 
modern history is secure as the birth- 
place of Mehemot All, the remarkable 
son of an Albanian farmer whose ca- 
reer as viceroy 
of Egypt during the 


first half of the 19th century almost 
precipitated Europe Into a war of na- 
tions such as is now being fought on 
battlefields throughout the world. The 
house hi which this witty, wily pasha 
was born in 1769 
is 
In a narrow, 


crooked street not far from the Turk- 
ish school which he founded, although 
he himself never learned to read 
or 


write. 


"It was during Mehemet. All's activi- 


ties, from IS30 to 18-11, as a rebel vas- 
sal of the Ottoman sultan, that Russia, 
Turkey, Prussia, Austria, England and 
France were kept on the verge of war 
in their determination to prevent a dis- 
turbance of the 'balance of power' on 
the continent. 
During this perilous 


period the ambitious pasha, who had 
made himself master of Egypt by a 
massacre 'of the Mamelukes, was the 
crux of the Egyptian Question, and hts 
claims to over-lordship of Syria, where 
his son Ibrahim was constantly oper- 
ating with a. well-trained army, gave 
rise 
to 
international 
complications 


which for a decade taxed the diplo- 
matic resources of Matternich, Palmer- 
stori, Thiers, Ponsonby and Guizot. 


"In Roman days Kavala was known 


as Neapolls, and it was here that St. 
Paul landed on his way from Samoth- 
race to Philippi. where there was a 
thriving colony of Christians to whom 
the Epistle to the PbiHppians was ad- 
dressed. 
Prior to the beginning of 


the Christian era Neapolis was the sea- 
port of Philippi, whose ruins are to be 
found some ten miles from shore, on 
the highway from Kavala to Thessaly. 
Here the fleet of Brutus and Cabsius 
was at anchor during the famous con- 
flict on the fields of PhHippi in 42 B. C., 
when the assassinators of Julius Caesar 
met defeat at the hands of the legions 
commanded by Antony and Octavius. 


"Philippi was named for Philip II 


of Macedonia, father of Alexander the 
Great, and was originally known as 
CrenEdes (Fountains.)

mends Classes in Schools—Oc- 
cupational Colony Proposed

STATE HOUSE, Boston, June 12.—At 


least one-tench of one per cent, of 
the school children in Massachusetts 
require special education In defective 
eyesight, or conservation of eyesight, 
classes, according to an estimate made 
by. the Massachusetts commission for 
the blind, in its annual report issued 
today. 


Special studies made during the year 


in Springfield, Worcester, New Bcd- 
'ford, Lynn and Cambridge ara made 
the basis of the estimate; in Worcester, 
125 children in the second grade schools 
were found to have one-half or less 
of normal vision, and although the in- 
vestigation is pot complete, 13 were 
iound who require special classes. In 
New Bedford the number of children 
requiring special 
defective 
eye-sight 


classes is 33; in Lynn 15; and in Cam- 
bridge yO. Springfield has already es- 
tablished such a. class, with 12 pupils. 


The commission's figures show that 


.17 of tha children examined in all the 
cities should be transferred to such 
classes; if this percentage should hold 
throughout the commonwealth, there 
would be 650 children In need of such 
special opportunities.

the continent. 
During this perilous 


period the ambitious pasha, who had 
made himself master of Egypt by a 
massacre of the Mamelukes, was the 
crux of the Egyptian Question, and his 
claims to over-lordship of Syria, where 
his son Ibrahim was constantly oper- 
ating with a well-trained army, gave 
rise 
to 
international 
complications 


which for a decade taxed the diplo- 
matic resources of Matternich, Palmer- 
ston, Thlers, Ponsonby and Guizot. 


"In Roman days Kavala was known 


as Neapolls, and it was he_re that St. 
Paul landed on his way from Samoth- 
race to Phillppi, where there was a 
thriving colony of Christians to whom 
the Epistle to the Philippians was ad- 
dressed. 
Prior to the beginning of 


the Christian era Neapolis was the sea- 
port of Philippi, whose ruins are to be 
'ound some ten miles from shore, on 
the highway from Kavala to Thessaly.

CHASE PAPER PLANT ON HOWE 


STREET DAMAGED $8,000 YES- 
TERDAY 
Fire broke out in the paper plant of 


he T. B. Chase & Son Co. In Howe 
street shortly before four o'clock yes- 
erday afternoon and before It could 
>e placed under control the building 
was damaged to the extent of $3,000. 
Owing to the fact that the building is 


a congested district and that the 


3laze had made great headway before 
jeing discovered. Chief Saunders sent 
n a second alarm shortly after he ar- 
rived on the scene. It is thought that 
:he fire was caused by several boys who 
were seen in the vicinity of the build- 
ng shortly before the blaze was dis- 
covered. 


The blaze was spectacular as well as 


destructive 
and 
huge

black smoke poured from the building 
into tho streets and made the work of 
the fire fighters quite difficult 
The 


latter worked hard and in less than 
an hour the fire was under control.

The firemen had to tear out a big; 
hole in the rear side of the building-\ 
in order to get at the flames in the 
interior.

two youngsters were

from a window of the building. Boys 
in the vicinity have been responsible 
for much damage to buildings in this 
section, especially the breaking of win- 
dows.

liner Philadelphia, which sailed from 
Liverpool June 3, docked here at 5 p. m.
